THE ADDRESS. ~ 

As a rule, it is not easy to Say whether it isa 
more amusing or a more mortifying éxercise of 
the spirit to look back through a vista of years 
to some warm political debate io which we may 
have chanced to have taken part. Upon the 
whole, a stale political exatement does seem to 
be the most flat and unprofitable of all possible 
exhibitions when you thus come to turn it over. 
and to look into it, and in cool blood to philoso- 
phize upon it. And yet, if it so chanced that in 
its day we took a hand in it ourselves, it is bard 
to not either laugh nor cry as we recall the iu- 
tensity of feeling, the warmth of expression, 
the freedom of expletives, and. so to speak, the 
amount of perspiration in general, which 
marked the progress of the fight ;—the firm, 
abiding convictions on the one side and on the 


other that somehow the fate of the universe was 


at issoe. 

Could there weil be a more striking illustra- 
tion of this than was furnished a few weeks 
since by 

THE DEATH OF ANDREW JOHNSON, 
in the generat good-natured expression of kindly 
farewells which the old man's passing away called 
forth on every side? It was almost impossible 
to read the obituary notices without a quiet 
laugh, not at the dead President, but at political 
nature in general aod the writers of the uotices 
in particular. As the electric wires flashed the 
unexpected news over the land his fellow-citi- 
zens all concurred im declaring that, after all, in 
spite of his peculiarities, there was a great deal 


of good in the olq man and yet, how long be- 


tore was it that alarge majority of those fellow- 
citizens—two-thinds lacking one only, I beli eve. 
of the august body of which he died a member 
bad united in declaring the deceased the great- 
est criminal of this or any other age” ;—so 
great, so bad, so black, that a distinguished gen- 
tleman from Massachusetts, yo may remem- 
ber, was unable, in the frenzy of his 
invectives, to find any earthly place 
of punishment meet for his offenses, 
and was compelied to improvise a celestia!

Sia: The Sioux Commision arrived here on the 
An of September. We were unabie to secure the 
Opening of tue Grand Council until yesterday, the 
Ast. The place of holding the Council is 8 miles 
distant east from Bed Cloud Agency. This makes 
it necessary that for a time, ;robably ten days, 
all rations to the Indians must be issued from 
this Agency. We have suggested to the Agent here 
tust he should issue ali tue rations necessary to 
the visiting Indians, in accordance with your instruc- 
wons, upon written requisition from the Agents here 
in attendance, and charge to the other Agencies the 
amount 80 issued: and have also asked him to notify 
you of each ius, so that you may be able to order 
other rations bere to replace tne rations vo issued, and 
withhold them from the Agencies from which the vis- 
iting Indians come. We suggest that this should be 
looked after carefuily, in order to avoid any excuse for 
a deficiency here, which would result in a demand for 
the deficiency next winter. We have carefully avoided 
imeurring auy extra on sccount of the 
Council, except some small items absolutely necessa— 
ryj and have not oidered the issue of any extra ra- 
ons. Weare thus partioular in giving you tuforma- 
tion, a8 an Associated Press dispaica, of date Sept. 
11, states that the Commission have promised the 
Indians extra rations, and have sent out for 3,000 
head of eatile additionai.” Every word of this dis- 
patch is am error, as the coptrery of this has been 
suggested by the Commission, namely: that no extra 
provisions he issued, but that the ordinary rations be 
issued carefully and promptly to visitimg Ladians.

Ou last Saturday night, after supper, the du . 
band took bis horse and rode to Dalton, where he 
stayed very late. While the husband was in some 
of his haunta the negro stole his horse, rode it 
to his house. which he reached about 10 o’ciock, 
and knocked at the door. This wat the com- 
mencement of the tragedy; the poor, unsus- 
pecting wot-an opened the door only to find 
berself clurched by the black fiend. The strug- 
gie was desperate, the poor woman fighting for 
life and honor, the negro endeavoring to choke 
and beat her into a state of insensibility. Ip 
his efforts to accomylish hisa-yile purpose, the 
brute beat his victim shamefully, dragging her 
100 yards from the house, where hé succeeded 
in his designe, the woman wholly unconscious, 
and. in fact, nearly dead. Ihe husband came 
whistling along home while the wife was still 
unconscious, and, itis supposed, frightened the 
negro from further violence. In the struggle 
all of Mrs. Virgin’s clothes were torn from 
her body except one undergarmont, and 
wheu her husband found her she was insensible, 
ber tongue protruding, and her appearance that 
of extreme suffering. Upon tecovering her 
senses she was careful attended by her rela- 
tives, and from the description she gave of the 
negro he was identified as one that had lived on 
an adjoining farm all summer. 

The wext morning the husband and some of 
bis neighbors, while on their way to get out a 
writ for his apprehension, met the negro in the 
road. He locked Mr. Virgin square in the face, 
and turned and followed the party to town, 
and oven went into the Squire's office while 
the mit was being issued.

The deceased, whose name was 
Guiseppi Galli, was employed in d wholesale 
commission store on Front street. and occupied 
a room in a 6 bouse reached by a narrow 

assage jeeding from the smell alley in which 

e met his death. The Loretto family occupied 
a two-story honse edjoining that in which Galli 
dwolt. The old folks slept in the lower story 
and their daughter iu a room im tne 
second story with a little sister. Galli and the 
giri became acquainted about sever months ago, 
and conceived a tender regard for each ofper, 
which waa not discountenanced by the old folks. 
A large piazza ran in front of both houses, be- 
ing partitioned off by a low picket fence, and as 
the windows of their rooms opened upon. the 
p.«zza they were wont to spend an hour or two 
each evening making love over the picket fence. 
By easy gradations Gali wormed bimeelf into 
the confidence of the girl, and induced her to share 
her room as well aa her heart wich bim. To jump. 
the pickét-fence and scale the wall into her 
chamber window became a nightly duty. and 

was faithfully carried out up to within a few 
daysago. During ai! of the time Galli promised 
from time to time to marry her. Recently the 
illicit meetiuge of the loves became known to 
the girl’s parents, and Mrs. Loretto interviewed 
the recreent lover with a view to Basten a mar- 
riage, Which was made necessary by her daugh- 
ter’s disgrace.

UNIVERSITY OF THE WEST. 
WHAT THE BEFPORMED EPISCOPALIANS AR. DOING, 

At the General Council of the Reformed Ep.s- 
¢opal Church held in this city last spring there 
was some discussion aj to the feasibility of start- 
ing a college or whiversity in the interests of the 
denomisation. The pian did not receive much 
consideration at the time, as nearly every ove 
felt that 1¢ was premature, and could well afford 
to be laid over for another year. 

Since then, however, the Clurch has expe- 
rienced a remarkable growth, especially in the 
West, where already a sepaiate Synod bas been 
organized. The question of starting some edu- 
catiofal institution uader the patronage of the 
denomination has been again brought up among 
the prominent leaders of the Church ia Chicago, 
and so whanimous has been the feeling in 
favor of the enterprise that, without waiting 
for the content of the General Council, steps have 
already been taken toward the organization of a un- 
versity on the broadest principles. The movement 
bas been hastened by the influence of the Rev. Dr. 
Samuel Fallows, sa fecent accession to the 
ranks of the Reformed Episcopalians, and «a 
gentleman who has long been prominently 
identi@ed with educational matters, Applica- 
tion wee made some time ago for a charter of 
the new institution, which was duly granted by the 
adhorities at Springfield, and forwarded a few days 
ago to Col, J. W. Bennett, of this city.

The announcement that Mr. Jaxx Ream

CURRENCY AND THE WANTS OF TRADE.’ 

One of the striking points in the speech of 
Mr. Scuvnz at Cincinnati has been repeatedly 
presented in these columns, but its impor-, 
tance in the consideration of the currency 
question justifies its reproduction. 

The complaint of the dilutionists is two- 
fold: First, that there has been a contraction 
of the currency; and, second, that the re- 
verses that overtook the country in 1873 were 
a result of that contraction! It is claimed 
that the times are hard; that business is lan- 
guishing, labor unemployed, industries de- 
pressed, the poor growing poorer, the coun- 
try full of distress, and that something must 
be done to furnish relief. The relief they 
propose is to increase the currency, to re- 
place the void caused by the contraction,“ 
and to issue more money so as to cause the 
same to be both plenty and cheap. 

The allegation that there had been any con- 
traction in the currency before the collapse of 
1873 has been disproved over and over again. 
An official statement shows that in Septem- 
ber, 1873, when the crash took place, there 
were in greenbacks and:bank notes and 
national currency in circulation nine millions 
more than in 1872, twenty-nine millions 
more than in 1871, fifty-two millions more 
than in 1870, fifty-eight’ millions more than 
in 1869, fifty-six millions more than 1868, and 
forty-six millions ‘more than in 1867. The 
years included in this period have been con- 
sidered years of universal prosperity. This 
disposes of the question of fact whether 
there had been contraction or not. , 

After the panic had struck, there was an 
increased issue of $26,000,000 in the green- 
backs, thereby adding that much to the pre- 
existing excess of currency overformer years. 
The clamor, however, was for more. It was 
contended that the National Banks were un- 
evenly distributed; that the Eastern States 
had more money than the Western and 


Southern States, and there was a loud de- — 


mand for more banks in those * a 
Congress then repealed all restrictions upon 
the number of National Banks and the 
amount of their circulation, and only re- 
quired them to keep a stnall reserve on hand, 
thus giving the utmost liberty to make and 
keep the volume of the currency equal to the 
wants of trade.” Under this law there is lib- 
erty given to any man, or combination of 
men, to organize a Wank and issue currency. 
The privilege is confined to no section, and 
‘the amount to be issued is unlimited A 
hundred banks, each with a million of circu- 
lation, may be started, wherever and when- 
ever any persons having the means choose to 
do so. Here was an admirable opportunity 
for the wants of trade to call forth more 
currency, especially as it is represented that 
the Government pays the National Banks 
a large bonus annually for issuing their notes. 
Here was the occasion where a people suf. 
fering for thy want of money” might go on 
and make it to an unlimited amount, but the 
business pants” of the people did not de- 
sire it. The banks already in existence had 
more greenbacks and notes than they 
could lend. ‘he offer of gnore urrency was, 
as Mr. Scuvrz aptly said, a proposal to treat 
an over-loaded stomach like a case of starva- 
tion. So greatly was the volume of currency 
in excess of the wants of trade” that be- 
tween June 20, 1874, and September, 1875, 
the banks voluntarily surrendered $28,920,- 
000 of their circulation. Since the date of 
the Free Banking law, there have been a few 
new banks organized, with a circulation of 
$2,875,050, and additional circulation issued 
to old banks amounting to $6,961,075, mak- 
ing $9,836,125 in all. The way the wants 
of trade have‘availed themselves of the op- 


portunity to expand the currency may be thus

$18,083,928 
Of the whole amount surrendered, $13,- 
248,000 were surrendered by the Western 
States and $5,189,000 by Southern States, 
while of the new circulation the West has 
taken only $304,000 and the South but 
$130,000. The Western States have in round 
figures voluntarily surrendered $13,000,000 
of currency as useless, because in excess of 
the wants of trade.” Here is the best and 
most direct answer to the allegation that the 
West is suffering from any scarcity of money. 
The West has had such a plethora of cur- 
rency that even the banks which are sup- 
posed to be paid largely in gold for i 
paper-money have retired $13,000,000, 
was found to be an unprofitable surplus, not 
having a market. Nor has this voluntary 
surrender of currency stopped. It continues 
from day to day in the proportion of three 
dollars surrendered to the one dollar applied 
for by new banks. The “wants of trade,” 
to supply which more currency is demanded, 


| have been unloading and continue to unload 


the surplus for which the business of the 
country has no use.

If ever there 
were a real want for more currency, the Free 
Banking law offered the easiest and speediest 
possible mode of obtaining it, and that, too, 
im the most unlimited quantities. It was, 
and is now, at the option of any person or 
persons to inflate the currency to the extent 
of hundreds of millions of dollars, and this 
liberty no one uses; on the contrary, those 
who have the currency are actually rushing it 
back to the Treasury at the rate of a million 
of dollars a week—they having no use for it 
—no persons willing to borrow it. 

But an explanation is furnished by the 
facts. It is not more currency that is need- 
ed; the broken, bankrupt speculators, no 
longer able to borrow money on bogus bonds 
and diluted stocks, want the currency so re- 
duced in value that it will be exchanged by 
those 0 d it for anything; and this 
rotten, worthless currency they want that 
they may swindle their creditors by paying 
them at the rate of a few cents on the dollar. 
It is not more currency that these men want, 
because there is a surplus of that ; what.they 
want is a degraded currency, a currency worth 
a few cents on the dollar, with which to pay 
off the debts of their bankrupt corporations 
and swindling organizations.

THE DILUTIONISTS. 

In calling the advocates of an unlimited 
shinplaster currency inflationists and ex- 
pansionists, their real character is not 80 
well indicated as if they were called dilu- 
tionists.” Expansion, as Wensrer defines it, 
is the act of spreading out, or enlargement. 
Inflation is the act of distending. 


want something more than the distention or 
enlargement of the volume of fhe currency. 
It is not simply more money that they de- 
mand, but also cheap money. That is, 
they want the quality of the currency affected 
as well as the quantity. This is ‘‘ dilution,” 
which Wesstrer defines as the act of dilut- 
ing, or the state of being diluted, thinned, or 
weakened.” Now this is what the repudia- 
tionists want to do with the currency, 
—they want it watered, thinned, weak- 
ened. An additional issue of currency 
would not serve their purpose unless it 
should depreciate the paper money in 
value. There is now a vast amount 
of idle currency lying in the banks for want 
of borrowers on reasonable security, but it 
costs about 85 cents in the dollar in exchange 
for commodities to get it. It would do the 
speculators no good to have $500,000,000 
more greenbacks issued to lie in the banks or 
hands of capitalists if it should be worth 85 
cents in the dollar. They could not get hold 
of the new issue at this rate any more easily 
than they can lay their hands on the present 
eurrency. Therefore they desire not only 
that the issue shall be increased in quantity, 
but that the currency itself shall be weakened 
in purchasing power. There is no pretense 
that there is any lack of quantity of currency 
now and banking facilities to transact the 
business of the country. The overstocked 
vaults of the banks mean, if anything, that 
there is more currency than is needed for the 
transaction of the business. The trouble is, 
that the quality is too good, at even 85 cents 
gold value to the dollar, to rush out into all 
sorts of wild, hazardous, and speculative 
schemes. If it was worth 50 cents 
on the dollar instead of 85, with 
a prospect of a further decline, then 
everybody would be shoving it off on 
his neighbor, preferring to put it into any 
unsalable truck or venturesome speculation 
rather than retain it. This is what the shin- 
plaster dilutionists desire. They should be 
known as Dilutiopists.“ The word is 
sufficiently comprehensive to embody their 
principles and explain their purposes. Why 
not call them by their right name ? 


POLITICAL ‘‘ BUNKO-STEERING.” 
Since the Staats-Zeitung has introduced 
the slang of the gamblers and thieves into its 
political controversies, we have made diligent 
inquixies among the members of the Peo- 
ple’s y” in regard to the meaning of the 
word ‘*bunko-steerer.” We have found 
them all well posted and substantially agreed 
as to its significance. A ‘* bunko-steerer” 
seems to be a subordinate confidence-man 
who walks the street of a large city, pounces 
upon innocent countrymen, and, under the 
pretense of apersonal acquaintance, conducts 
them into a back room of some large build- 
ing where they aré ‘‘ confidenced” of what 
money they may have about them. Applied 
politically, ‘& bunko-steerer is one who 
designedly and for selfish purposes misleads 
confiding persons into voting for something 
they do not really indorse. In this sense of 
the word, it occurs to us that the Staats- 
Zeitung is a good deal more of a bunko- 
steerer than Taz TAU xx, to which it has 
applied the name. 

The Staats-Zeitung’s allegation as to the 
status of the Republican party of Illinois is 
based upon the platform adopted by the Re- 
pubhean State Convention of one year ago. 
We recounted yesterday how Mr, Pater, of 
the /nter-Ocean, thinking he could capture 
the Republican Convention in favor of dilu- 
tion as Mr. Hzsrne had captured the Oppo- 
sition” Convention in opposition to their 
real sentiments, went down to Springfield 
with dilution resolutions.

There were 
three currency resolutions, one of which in- 
dorsed the limitation of $382,000,000 of 
greenbacks (which is under the Congression- 
al limitation), and another of which favored 
free banking, which has since then been 
enacted. The third, which was the currency 
resolution proper, read originally : 

That we reaflirm the declaration of the National 
Republican Convention of 1872 in favor of a return to 
specie payment at the earliest practicable day; that 
we are opposed to any increase in the amount of legal- 
tender notes, and favor the gradual retirement of the 


same as the volume of the National Bank notes shall 
be increased. 


This foreshadowed the plan of resumption 
subsequently adopted -by the Republican 
majority of Congress at the succeeding ses- 
sion, fixing a day for resumption four years 
thereafter, providing free banking, and re- 
quiring a gradual retirement of greenbacks in 
proportion to the increase of the National 
Bank notes. Afterwards the latter half of 
the resolution was stricken out, leaving it 
simply an indorsement of the national plat- 
form. The better to understand the force 
of the above resolution, we reproduce the

PROPOSED SOLUTION OF THE RAILROAD 
, PROBLEM. 

The speech of CHARLES Francis Abus, 
Jr., at Oshkosh yesterday, 1s given in full to- 
day. We hope his audience heard with at- 
tention, and we trust our readers will read 
the whole oration. It is a calm discussion of 
facts, with no vituperative twaddle thrown 
in. The farmers of Wisconsin are asked to 
consider the fact that the railroad system has 
made farms in Wisconsin possible, and to 
judge the defects in the system and the rem- 
edies for them impartially. The speaker, in 
his brilliant sketch of the growth of the sys- 
tem, missed one happy point. Railway loco- 
motion was inaugurated, not on the date he 
gives, Oct. 6, 1829, but just half a century | 
ago this week, Sept. 27, 1825. Not Rainhill, 
but Darlington, saw the first locomotive 
driven by Grorcz Srepxenson’s ‘prentice 
hand. 


The root of the railroad trouble in the West 
is where Mr. Apams finds it, in the nation- 
al characteristic of going ahead too fast. Too 
many railroads, a consequent incapacity for 
fair profits,—this, in a nutshell, is the case. 
How is the trouble to be remedied, the prob- 
lem solved? And here we get the gist of 
the oration. It treats the railroad as an 
anomaly, mot to be classified with other 
economic facts. Government ownership is 
not the remedy. Rigid force laws are not 
the solution. What is needed isa calm and 
educated public opinion, which will vary in 
accordance with varying facts in each partic- 
ular case. This opinion must be made ef- 
fective in some way. Massachusetts, by 
a happy legislative accident, has bit upon 
that way. It hasa Board of Railroad Com- 
missioners, with simply a supervisory power. 
This Board investigates every complaint 
made to it, without cost to the complainant. 
It makes suggestions to the railroad authori- 
ties, ? and reports to the Legislature these sug- 
gestions and any action taken upon them. 
It is a lens which concentrates public opinion 
upon railroad officials, and so makes the pub- 
lic conviction burn into official minds. We 
may quote two samples of its tasks. It be- 
came convinced that certain bridges were un- 
safe, and notified the President of the road 
owning and nsing them. The notice was 
pigeon-holed. Then the Directors rece:ved a 
notice that. public attention would be called 
to the matter unless it was remedied. 
Every bridge on the road was prompt- 
ly repaired. In order to have the 
successful workingmen’s trains, so often de- 
scribed in Tar Trrscnz, run between Boston 
and Lynn. the Board asked the Directors of 
the Eastern Railway to put themon. The 
request-was flatly refused. The public was 
therefore appealed to, and the trains were 
soon on the track. The Directors could not 
stand coneentrated public opinion, however 
little effect homeopathic doses of it would 
have had upon their conduct. The Board 
is now engaged in an attempt to secure uni- 
formity, exactness, and absolute publicity of 
all railway accounts. With this, Mr. Apams 
believes the solution of the problem will be 
reached in Massachusetts. The needs of the 
day in every State are thus summed up: 

I want to see publicity as regards railroad corpora- 
tions secured beyond question while it is yet time ; 
all the rest may then, if need be, rest and sleep for a 
generation for aught 1 care, I want also to see a ma- 
chine pe fected through which public opinion can 
make itself felt,—casily, quickly, cheaply. I want to 
see the system so perfected that any laboring man 
having good ceuse for complaint against any, even the 
wealthiest corporation, may, by dropping a postal-card 
into a box, de what all the complex machinery of your 
courts will net enable him to do now,—secure an intel- 
ligent presentation of his case. I want now to see in 
every State, and in the Government of the United 
States, trained officers whose duty it shall be to exam- 
ine and supervise the accounts of the railrosd com- 
panies soastoinsure in them uniformity, exactness, 
and publicity, to the end that we may no longer grope 
our devious way to ruin through the shameful mys- 
teries of railroad financiering. Above all, and most of 
all, I want at last to see the duties, the Habilities, and, 
though last not least, the rights of the railroad corpo- 
rations discussed, explained, and enforced by public 


agents, who, Knowing that whereof, they speak, will 
not call names, and will see justice done. : 


It is announced that a number of promi- 
nent business men” of Bloomington, III., be- 
longing to all political parties, have called a 
meeting in that city, for this evening, for the 
purpose of petitioning Congress to repeal the 
Sureman Resumption act.

THE MASSACHUSETTS REPUBLICANS. 
The two great parties in Massachusetts 
have now made their tickets and platforms, 
and are prepared to commence hostilities in 
earnest. The Democrats have renominated 
Gov. Gaston, and, as they had no other ma- 
terial to draw from, patched out the remain- 


der of their ticket with Republicans. The 


Republicans have placed at the head of their 
ticket the Hon. Atexanper H. Rion, a man of 
irreproachable personal character, and with 
an unspotted ‘political record, and if these 
two qualifications are of any account in a 
campaign, he ought to be elected. Among 
Republicans outside of the State of Massa- 
chusetts there will be avery general feeling of 
regret that the third man, the Hon. Caanizs 
Francis Apams, was not nominated. Why he 
was not nominated is apparent from the fact 
that both he and Mr. Rus developed more 
strength than was conceded to them by the 
Lomxo men. The latter were incensed at 
the delegates from Western Massachusetts 
who voted for Apams, and, not daring to take 
a fourth ballot which would certainly leave 
Lortne distanced and perhaps nomi- 
nate Apams, they gave their votes 
for Rio, and nominated him in 
order to hurt Apams. We believe 
that the nomination of Mr. Apams would 
have exercised a most healthful influence 
upon Republicanism in Massachusetts, and 
perhaps that influence would have reached 
beyond Staté bounds. We believe that he 


should have been made Governor, because he 


does not seek to be Governor. Men of un- 
spotted personal and political o who 
do not. want office are just the men who 

should be placed ip office. The offices need 
the purification which this class of men would 
give them. Since it was not on the political 
slate, however, as now appears, that Mr. 

Apams could be nominated, the Massachu- 
setts Republicans did the next best thing in. 
squelching Lorine, who has become pestifer- 
ous as a candidate for office, and is tainted 
with Democracy and Butlerism, and nomi- 
nating Mr. Rice. As we have said before, 

Mr. Rice is a man of irreproachable personal 
character and unspotted political record. He 

will have great strength in Boston and the 

eastern part of the State. He represented in a 
peculiar degree the respectability of the Re- 

publican party, and is at the very antipodes of 

Butlerism. He has twice been Mayor of Bos- 

ton, and he served to the entire satisfaction 

of his constituents in four Congresses, being 

most of the time Chairman of the Committee 

on Naval Affairs. Th only charge which 

will be brought against him is the same that. 
would have been brought against Mr. Apams, 

namely, ‘* coldness ” and ‘‘ aristocracy.” He 

has the misfortune to live on Beacon street, 
and, although Beacon street is no longer aris- 
tocratic, the fragrance- of the days when it 
was blue-blooded still clin. o it. 

The contest between Messrs. Rice and 
Gastow will be one of more than ordinary 
interest. Both are Boston men, both good 
men, and both men of clean records, Mr. 
Rion has the advantage of being the young- 
er and more active and positive man of the 
two, Mr. Gaston is a very old man,—70 or 
more,—and very conservative, and is no 
more popular personally than Mr. RIon. In 
their personal relations to the canvass, the 
two candidates are very evenly matched. 
The Republicans, however, will go into 
the campaign in much better shape 
than they did last fall. In the first 
place, they have the best platform which has 
yet been made in a Republican Convention. 
It declares for personal purity of candidates, 
reform in the Civil Service, mutual develop- 
ment of labor and capital, economy in na- 
tional expenditure, general amnesty, re- 
moval of political disabilities, and sound 
money, and against the third-term business. 
Upon all these points it is clear and. unmis- 
takable, and will commend itself to all think- 
ing men. This will not be the only advan- 
tage the Republicans will have. They will 
go into the campaign freed from two incum- 
branees which weighed them down last fall, 
and were the principal influences that led to 
their defeat, Butlerism and Prohibition. 
Lorine was in the training of Burixzr, and 
the defeat of Lorine is the defeat of 
Born, which is still further empha- 
sized by the very first resolution of the 
platform, which declares “that the Repub- 
lican party of Massachusetts will support no 
man for official position whose personal 


character is not an absolute guarantee of 


fidelity to every public trust, and they in- 
voke the condemnation of the ballot-box 
upon any candidate for office who fails of 
this test, whatever may be his party name 
or indorsements.” The folly of prohibition 
which defeated Tatzor last year will have no 
place in the campaign this year. It has 
been tested so satisfactorily that TAL nor did 
not even have the temerity to present him- 
self as a candidate this fall.

INCIDENTS OF THE INSURRECTION. 

The correspondent of the Paris journal Z’ 
Univers writes as follows from Serajewo, Sept. 
3, of the situation in Bosnia: The insurrection 
is m full vigor in the ‘south of Bosnia. and the 
insurgents have had some succosses there re- 
cently. In the north the insurrection has 
been completely crushed out in blood. 
lt is impossible to describe the in- 
buman cruelties committed by the savage 
Bashi Bezouks against the insurgeots, or rather 
against alf toe Christians. The whole country 
is devastated, and immense masses of ruins 
alone mark to-day the places where a few weeks 
6° stood Christian villages. Whoever had not 

me to flu to Servia or Austria, or to submit to 
the Pasha of Banjaiaka and place himself at his 
disposal against his own co relisionists, was 
piteousiy massacred, and. bis house destroyed 
after having beeu pillaged by the Bashi Bazouks. 
A proximate estimate made by order of the au- 
thoiities places the number of Bosnians who 
saved themselves by flight into Austtia at neariy 
30,000, and in Ser via at 8.000. The number iw 
so much greater for Aastria because the chief 
field of the insurrection is on the Austrian fron- 
All che products of the rst crop of cereais 
in the south have been carried off. and what 
couid not be carried off has been destroved. The 
inhabitauts can no,louger hope for their prime 
barvest, which ought to commence this week, 
ald which is always very abundant. Pranescon- 
stitute their oniy article of exportation, and the 
Bosnian prunes ace very renowned and in great 
d mand everywhere. This branch of industry is 
destroyed for many years, for the Bush: Bazouks 
bave cat down thousands of trees. The damage 
is estimated at several millione, and it only took 
eight ‘days to bring it about. The in- 
terior of the country. still remains 
quiet. Very violent proclamations are dis- 
triouted in the streets aud along the highways. 
Servian emisearies are at work among the popu- 
lation. Depots of arms bave been discov- 
ered by the amthorities, and te Turks baliey e 
that others éxist. The communications of the 
Turks with Constantinople bave been ioteriupt- 
ed ce the idburgents of the South cut tac 
telegraph lines and occupied the defiles of the 
Novi-Bazar. 

There exists in the Capital of Servia three En- 
roliment Commuttees. The chief Bureap is that 
of amiilionaire merehant of the name of Krz- 
manovich. Each volunteer receives 6 ducats as 
engagement fee and a soldier's pay of from 1 to 
2trancsaday. Six numerous volunteer corps 
have already crossed the Servian frop- 
ter to enter Bosnia. The one most 
spoken of is that commanded by tne 
Greek priest, Zarko Piossi, better known 
by the name of Pope Zarko. He is a Bosnian, 
and his ordinary dwelling place is io* Bosnia. 
But he formed his corps in Belgrade, which he left 
within the last fortuigbt at the head of 200 men. 
After crossing the frontier his battalion was in- 
creased by junction with the volunteers of Usi- 
ca, who had forced the gates of the arsenal and 
possessed themselves oi the arms and munitions 
of the Government. The corps of this eathusi- 
astic priest, who is pot devoid of strategie quali- 
ties, counted C0 men when it crossed the froniers 
near Aiokra Gogra, to fall rapidly upon Vische- 
grad. Hie began by inflicting a defeat on tae Tui ks, 
but on the foliowinmg day he was driven back 
toward the frontier. Not discouraged, after 
baving received reimfoicemeuis he again at- 
tempted to pass tho frontier, this time in a more 
southerly direction, He turned toward the 
important defiles of Novi-Bazar, beat the Turks 
at Preboi, ravaged. several villages. and at- 
tempted to gain the Herzegovinian frontiers, 
which are not far from that point. Having 
faiied to do so, be left a detachment of his 
corps, already 2,000 strong. in the defile, and 
turned on Visehegrad, to win there another vi- 
tory over the Turks. Since then fortune bas 
again proved unfavorable to him. Still he al- 
wave holds an important point in the little town 
of Preboi, which is the nearest point of contact 
between Servia and Montenegro.

THE YEAR'S WHEAT CROP. 
New York Times. 

Lonpon, Sept. 18.—Mr. James Caird, who is 
supposed to be a great authority op agricultural 
questions, has just publisued some interesting 
calculations as to the wheat crop of 1875. He 


shaws that the fall in the prices of wheat last 
year was followed by a reduction of 330,000 
acres im the breadth of wheat, or nearly one- 
nited 
Kingdom, and that there has generally in other 
countries been a dimiuis ares of wheat. 
This year the harvest in this country bas been 
three weeks later than last yéar, and its intro- 
duction to the market a whole month later; and 
Mr. Caird caloulatés that, allowing for the sur- 
plus from last year, little more thao eleven 
months’ consumption will now have to be pro- 
vided for until the next barvest comes ronnd. 
This w 22,000,000 quarters altogether; half of 
which we have at home, and the rest must be 
got from abroad. From Russia and Germany a 
liberal supply may be expected. There is also a 
— stock to be drawn upon in France, and the 
armers are bolding back for higher prices. Mr. 
Caicd says the chief &pprehension is iu regard to 
the supply from the United States and Canada. 
From that source durivg the past three years 
we have annually received between 6,000,000 and 
7,000,000 quarters, or considerably more than 
half our total imports. Should this fail, in any 
material degree, we might be pinched. Aboat 
1,000,000 quarters of the old crop are reported to 
be available for export at the principal points of 
accumulation in the Eastern States, on the eve 
of the present harvest. Io California the crop 
of this vear is reported to be short, and is not 
expected to afford more than another million 
quarters for export.” He adds that be has pri- 
vate advices from Chicago to the effect that the 
yield will be 25 per cent short of last year, and 
even a loss of a bushel au acre, on such an im- 
mense breadth of wheat, would be a serious 
thing. The continued warm weather here must 
be very beneficialin giving backward crops a 
chance of ripening. 
SUCCESSFUL EXPERIMENTS WITH THE “ rRaseR ”’ 
GUN. 
New York Times. 

Loxbox, Sept. 18.—Yesterday there was much 
elation at Woolwich on account of the success/ul 
experiments with the Fraser 8l-ton gun, 
which for the moment is the biggest gun in the 
world, and, as ite admirers also declare, the best. 
It is a modification of the Armstrong coil sys- 
tem, iu which a few long double or triple coils 
are substituted for several short ones, with a 
forged breech-piece. It weighs 81 tons without 
the carriage, whieh brings the total weight up 
to 120 tons, and itis nearly 27 feet long. There 
1s first an loner steel tube, rifled with eight 
grooves of the ordinary Woolwich pattern, aud 
having a bore 24 feet in length, with a primary 
calibre of 1444 inches, which is afterward to be 
made 16 inches, when the tube will have a mean 
thickness of 4 inches. The inner coil is 10.5 
inches thick and thé outer coil 18.5 inches. 
There are five coils in all, which ate arranged 
to overlavp and underlie, so that each 
lecks ioto the coil immediately pre- 
eediog it, thus making the whole 
structure as homogeneous as possible. Six 
rounds were fired yesterday with powder charges 
beginning at 170 pounds and going up to 240 
pounds,—the largest charge ever fired from a 
cannon,—aod projectiles of about 1,253 pounds. 
The mazzle velocity ranged from about 1,400 
feet peraecond ta 1,550. 

After the first shot, an extracting-rod broke 
off inside the gun, aud « smaller gunner volun- 
teered to go in after it. He was immediately 
hoisted up by bis comrades, and rammeg in head 
first, like so much ammuoition, till vothing 
was visible of him but the soles of his boots. 
He had to go in five times before he was able to 
tie a rope round the obstruction and pull it out. 
It is supposed that the new gun would probably 
carry a haif-ton shot 7 or 8 miles; but though 
there are already guns which can carry 5 or 6 
miles, something over 2 milesis the maximum 
for practical purposes. So that the capacity of 
the 81-ton gun in this way, whatever may be ite 
full extent, is not of much consequence. It 
is expected that it can pierce from 18 to 20 
inches of iron-plating. Though the Fraser” 
is, for the present, the biggest gun in existence, 
there are, it seems, guns of 100 and 110 tons be- 
ing made for the Italian and some otber foreign 
Governments, and Sir W. Armstrong bas also in 
view a 150-tooner. Mr. Fraser, however, is 
quite in the mood to keep pace with the age, 
and jocks forward to a 160-ton monster which 
will fre a l-ton shot that at a wide range will 
make a fissure equal to that made the other cay 
in the Vanguard by the prow of the Iron Duke.

Court Proceediugs Yesterday--Testi- 
mony of Margaret Fox Kane, aud 
fieury Glade, Spiritualist Med 
ums.

eariv in 1874. While the slave «riting is being 
produced he does not see the process or know 
what ia being written. means to be under- 
god as saying that he had been, unable to dis- 
cover who or what did the writiug. There was 
no trick about it, and he 8 believed it to 
be the work of spirits. The conditious neces- 
—* produce it are these: He joims hands 
with the visitor until he feels the infla- 
ence,’ and a fap is beard which an- 
wousces to him that the spirits are 
ready to write. He then holds the Slate under 
the tabie apd the writing appears upon it. 
He is able 10 state distinctly in regard to the 
Ward case that his memory is very clear. He 
gives Very nearly the precise words of the Ward 
commaun:ealion. The wiimess then repeated that 
message, as foliows: N 

There ie bereditary insanity in your family,—some 
are insape and others will Ye, We consider hem in- 


competent to do busipess or to take care of the means. 


If you wil) your children enything tie it up in such » 
wander it or bande it, Your 
wife is capable of proteviing her’s and ber children's, 
Have confidences in her, Nhe would do well to handle 
the lantis and the saw-mills. She can take care of that 
property aud do well with it, As for the boys, as we 
said before, they are incompetent to protect their in- 
terests. 

The proponents then put in evidence a writ- 
ten statement made by Slade Sept. 15, 1875, aa 
follows: 

Capt. Eber Ward, of Detroit, Mich., has been in the 
habit for fourteen or fifteen years past of patronizing 
me professionally, seeking to investigate the phe- 
nomena of so-called Spiritualism, and, with that pur- 
pose in view, conversed with me and had seances 
with me. Lam bos physician by practive, and am 
freqventiy consulted in regard to insanity snd otber 
diecases which I @lagnusticate, and was also con- 
suited by Capt. Ward as to the incompetency and 
mental capacity of his children. 

In the year 18/3, or previously, Capt, Ward also had 
an interview with me in regard to his will, among 
other things, at my seances with bim. 

I am in the habit of having writing dome on 2 slate 
among other bugs at my eeances, This writing I 
believe to be done by sptrita, 

Capt. Werd, during the said period of fourteen or 
fifieen years up to the time of his death, frequently 
was present at seances, when writing appeared on the 
slate 


I do not remember nor can I remember whether he 
brought a slate with him or pot, but remember that a 
siate had writing on it in his presence, but do not 
know who wrote on it unless the spirits did. I do 
not know whether Capt. Ward himself wrote on the 
siate, but do not believe he did. 

On some of the said occasions, when holding 
seances with him, I remember that some of 
the writing, purporting to be signed by 
pert whose names I cannot now remém- 
ber} was to be seen on the slate, whether 
brovight by Capt, Ward or furnished by me 
I cannot pow remember, as frequently ople bring 
their own slates, and something was tten on tie 
slate respecting s will, but whet the exact purport of 
the writing was I cannot now remember, except that 
something waa said in regard to willing some land 
and mid property to his second wife, but I do not 

now whose writing it was on the siate on these oo- 


ons. 

Frequently Capt, Ward held the slate, while sitting 
with me, in bis own hands, and retsined it in them. 

I was entranced during most of my sittings as afore- 
said with Capt. Ward, 

Capt. Ward never promised to make a will in case 
the spirits dlrected him, nor did he tell me what he 
intended to de in respect to making his will, except 
that he intended to tie up his property so that bis 
boys could not handle or squander his pr . 

fie asked some questions in regard toa w whicb 
I supposed wae his own will, because he spoke of his 
boys and wife during these sittings. 

The spirits told him be was not long to live; then 
e said: “If I have got to put out I may as well Ox 


matters up.” 

Although I had secs to a copy of the will made by 
Capt. Ward, which I could have read after his death, 
yet I have never read bie last will and testament or 
any other will made by bim, and I do not know what 
his will contains, and I only know in regard to the will 
through Mr. Milton Ward. 

Capt. Ward wass man of sound good com- 
mon and business sense. I do not think that u tlie 
spirits had requested him to bequeath me or anybody 
else a large sum of money he would have been in- 
fluenced. 

Henry B. Welles testified that be was acquaint- 
ed with the late Capt. Ward, having known him 
first at the Metropolitan Hotel in New York, 
abou: the Ist of March, 1873. The witness was 
with bim and took care of him through his iil- 
ness. Welles, while in Ward’s room at the Met- 
rop litau, bad a good many family conversations 
with Ward. Tus latter said his first wife had 
been sick a long time and wes mentally affected; 
that he bad one or two deranged children; that 
avothér had been shot, and still another had 
been in a iunatic asylum. 

The witeeses farther testified that about that 
time. aftet Milton eame. he had a conversation 
with Capt. Ward about Milton and his capacity 
for business. He said Mil.on had built a saw- 
mill for bim which wae the finest mill be ever 
saw, and that he was going to make 
bim the greatest lumber merebant in the 
United States. The wiutpess was at that 
time talking about building « mill, and Capt. 
Waid advised him to consult Milton, as he could 
give him more ideas About a saw-mill tban any 
other man he ever saw. Ward told this witness 
that a medium bad informed bim that one of his 
children wae illegitimate, and that the child, in 
question had comm ttea suicide in consequence 
of being accused Of illegitim After Ward 
rec vered ne and the witness and Milton went to 
gee Mrs. Kane, a med um.

—Werkmen Combating the Elements

brush wood, on the side of @ ravine some 80 feet 
in depth, caugbt fire, sod exhausted itself in the 
flames. This fact did not attract attention at the 
time, as the burning of a clump of brushwood 
was nothing uncommou ip that vicinity. A 
branon railroad connecting with a coal-breaker 
runs along the brink of the ravine at the point 
where tue brushwood burned. aud the employes 
on the coal train were somewhat surprised to see 
smoke emanating from the embankment without 
any indication of fire being apparent. A fes 
days later smoke began to from a crevice 
in the rieing ground about 100 feet north of the 
ravine, and at night a red glare of light was 
visible where the coal. first caught fire from 
the burniug brushwood. The news\soon spread 
in the viciuity, aed the fact that a vein of 
coal in the National Mine was on fire created 
considerable alarm. ‘The attention of Mr. WII 
iam Connell, one of, the proprietors of the mine 
living at Scranton. was called to ihe circum- 
stance, and be, at once realizing the threaten- 
lug character of the conflagration, sent a force 
of 100 meu to exunguish it, rg iu gangs of 
tifty, day and night. The exten: of the fire had 
been greater than they anticipated. It had pene- 
trated and was rapidly pisb.og forward through 
the first vein, devouring top-coal aad pillars 
in its prowiess. The top vein” bad 
been worked out several years since, 
but, according to the custom dictated 
by safety to the lives of the miuers, as 
well as those whose homes are on the sur- 
face of this property, s‘ large propor.ion of coa! 
was left in the roof and in the supports. On 
this the devouring flames were feasting, tanned 
by the swift currests sweeping through the 
underground chambers of the worked ou: nune, 
aod receiving an impulse to their fury from the 
long accumala'ed gases that trave:se these 
dreary passages. After the men had been at 
work some four or tive. dars, they found that 
their foe, instead of becoming vauguished, grew 
more and more formidable, and threatened to 
defeat ali their efforts. Its course lay against a 
rising ground, and in the diection it had 
taken the vein in which it raged had 
been worked out for more than a mile 
ahead of it and beneath the most thickly popu- 
laved pottion of Minooka. Already; ortions of 
the surface over where it hag devoured the pil- 
lars began caving iw,” and thas invensified the 
fear of those living on the surfave, who began 
to think it could not be extiogaished. The 
nearest eyailable source from which water could 
bag ected effectively against it lay about 1,000 
y distant, at the Meadow Brook breaker, 
and engines were set to work aad kept coustant- 
ly pumping streams upen it through bose of 
sullicient strength and capacity to keep ups 
contiuued powerful flow. After working for 
some time at the face of the burning vein, the 
workmen found it a futile task to follow the fire, 
and so they adopted another plan. A body of 
meu were sent. into the mine through the 
mam entrance, and they went to work cutting 
down tbe piilars and piacing all the obstructions 
possible in the path marked oul for the flames. 
This was a most perilous task. The chambers 
were surcharged with nox:ous gasses and>sul- 
phurots vapois, generated taere for years pre- 
vious, and it took but a short time to exhaust 
each gaug of workmen, Heving removed a good 
portion of the pillars, the exact location of the 
tire was ascertained, aud the heaviest undertak⸗ 
ing of all set oo foot. It was to sarround the 
burning spot by digging a deep trench around it 
from the surface, sud thus isolatiog and leaving 
it o wear itself out. Tue task was undertaken, 
bowever, and pushed vigorouely on. Additional 
bands were set to work, aud are still employed, 
day and n ght, cutting their wav through the bill, 
and eudearoring to environ the irrepressible fire. 
Already in some por:ious they ‘have penetrated 
as deep es 100 feet through bard-pan aud rocks, 
and cut off a portion of the burumg mountain, 
aud the remainder of the work is in a fair way of 
being accomplished. When I visited the scene 
this alterno n some sixty men were employed 
there. An old miner intormed me that he worked 
in the vein where the five rages eighteen years 
ago, and that it extends for more than 1 m le 
across the country covered by the Village of Mi- 
nooka. At one time, he said, they did uot think 
they could arrest the fire, but now it is nearly 
under control, and will probably be extinguished 
this week. A portion of the hill where the 
men are at work presents a curious speci«ie. 
It is completely homey-combed by caves and 
fissures, some ‘of the latter large gaping cracks 
pearly 100 feet long, and looking iuto the most 
dGeu-e opacity. About a quarter of a mile from 
this sceve a most singular sight is presented. 
lt is a large fissure io the surface, which occur- 
ed about a week ago in the vicinity of a school- 
building where the mme began to cave in.“ It 
is about 80 yards ‘ong, extending across the maiu 
road and immediately under a frame dwelling, 
which the strange convulsion in the earth ti ped 
up on an angle of about 86 degrees. This 
bouse belonged to a miner, and when the phe- 
nomenon occurred, bis wife and four -chil- 
dren were within preparing for diner. 
A shower of bricks from the chimney 
shattered the stove by which they were 
seated, and yet, by a most miracu- 
lous circumstance, they escane almost unhurt. 
The doorstep had suddenly risen to a height of 
nearly 4 fect, andthe floor assumed a «teep in- 
cline, making it a difficult matter for the frigut- 
ened family to escape. They did, however, after 
a hard struggle, and were sbeltered in a neigh- 
boring house. I make this digression to cor 
the pature of the neighborhood in which the 
miue fire exists. From several of the caves and 
ere ices to which I have aliuded a most diwa- 
eeable smoke ia belched forth, making iho 
atmosphere decidedly unpleasant, The men are 
working pluckily day and night, and will doubt- 
less completely conquer the flames this week.

THE ASTOUNDING sum OF $800,000 
for cutting the stone, and that Ham had more 
invimate relations with the persons said to com- 
pose this Ring than was becoming in a Govern- 
ment officer, and was outspoken in public and 
private in defense of the Ring.

The Treasurv officiais, 
however, state that the information furnished 
by the Government Commission was quite suf- 
ficient to justify the action of the Secretary in 
removing Ham.
